SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 
CITY OF ONTARIO BRINGS surr. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 256.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.}] The city of On- 
tario has brought an injunction suit 
against N. W. Stowell and A. M. 
Chaffee to restrain the defendants from 
establishing what is alleged to be a 
competitive water system for a domes- 
tic supply for that city. The tempo- 
rary injunction prayed for was issued 
by Judge Campbell. The complaint 
cites that the city of Ontario bought 
the water pipes and lines owned by the 
San Antonio Water Company, in 1892, 
and has since furnished the colony 
with water for domestic use, and has 
done 60 exclusively. About eight 
months ago the defendants began lay- 
ing pipes, and have since served cer- 
tain citizens with water.

THE QUEEN OF WEAPONS.

We do 
not know how long they will last, ex- 
cept that the rifling has to be renewed 
when it is worn out, but we have never 

da gun wear out in our navy, end 
therefore cannot speak eape- 
rience, and many of our guns have 
been fired several hundred times.” 

The ordnance experts of the army 
estimate that the 12-inch guns on the 
coast fortifications can fir 200 
times without being relined, but th 
is only speculation. They have never 
had any experience in that line. None 
of the big guns belonging to the United 
States have ever worn out.

The long delay in dedicating the 
memorial arose, in part, at least, from 
the fact that the figure did represent a 
colonel. The veterans of the local 
Grand Army of the Republic thought 
that the figure of a private would have 
been a more suitable memorial of the 


at one time there was considerable 11 
feeling about the matter. The donors 
of the statue explain that they in- 
tended no affront te the privates who 
fought so bravely in the civil war, and 
that the suggest on of having the figure 
represent an officer came, in point of 
fact, from members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 

Nelson B. Bartran, a native of Port 
Chester, distinguished himself by his 
skill and courage in the rebellion, ris- 
ing to become a colonel. As he was 
Port Chester’s most notable soldier, it 
was proposed that the statue should 
be, as far as possible, a ifkeness of 
him. The Bartran family supplied Mr. 
Rhind with photographs, and the re- 
suiting likeness was, on the whole, good. 
But the faction of the Grand Army of 
the Republic which had not sucgested 
the idea of the officer's statue was hurt 
at the supposed slight, and. whether 
for this reason or because of the care- 


weeds were allowed to overgrow the 
plot which had originally been planned 
as a beautifier of the village. Now, 
however, the hatchet seems to be 
buried. Residents of Port Chester say 
that there is little or no hard feeling 
left, and Charles Lawrence Post has 
been invited to attend the dedication 
exercises. Ow to the energy of the 
president of village, Samuel 
Comby, the piece of ground on which 
the monument stands has been put in 
good _ graded and planted with 
trees and grass. The exercises of the 
dedication are planned to be somewhat 
elaborate. Col. John R. Van Wormer. 
ex-Congressman William L. Ward and 
others will make addresses, and there 
will be a parade, in which the local 
Grand Army of the Republic, the Span- 
ish War Veterans and the local socie- 
ties will take part.
